ICASA GRANTS TEMPORARY AMATEUR LICENSE TO MARK SHUT- 
TLEWORTH. 


The following item was received from Dave Perry ZS1SG, chairman of the Oak- 
dale Amateur Radio Club 


In a “last minute” effort to obtain an Amateur Radio license for Mark Shuttle- 
worth to use during his trip in space, the Oakdale ARC submitted an urgent 
application to ICASA, on Mark’s behalf. The reason why the Oakdale ARC 
undertook this task was, primarily, because Mark’s original home town was 
Durbanville, which falls within the Oakdale club’s membership area, so club 
members felt a committment to getting him more involved with amateur radio. 
Also, whilst the issue was being discussed at a general club meeting, it was 
considered unlikely that Mark would have the time to write the RAE, an option 
that was being considered by others. ICASA was enthusiastic about the con- 
cept, and very quickly granted a temporary license, with the callsign ZSRSA, 
for use only whilst on board the International Space Station. The license was 
taken to Russia by Mark’s parents about 10 days before lift off. Arrangements 
have been made with various schools in the country so that learners can speak 
to Mark and ask him questions. The following days and times are scheduled, 
each with a window of only about 2 minutes duration. 29 April at 19:42 CAT; 
30 April at 18:21; 2 May at 18:29; 3 May at 19:50. 


These transmission will be relayed on various two metre repeaters across the 
county. No call-ins will be taken. 


AMSAT NA is making arrangements for other QSOs with Mark after completion 
of the school contacts. 


PRESIDENT’S SPEECH AT THE SARL AGM 20 TH APRIL 2002. In his 
report to the AGM the outgoing president of the SARL quoted the amateur 
code and deplored the behaviour of many amateurs on the air. He also quoted 
from a letter received from ICASA, reminding us that the amateur service is self- 
regulatory and that we are all responsible for the maintenance of standards. He 
exhorted clubs to take the necessary action where the regulations are infringed 
and warned that license holders, including clubs, will be held responsible for 
what goes through their facilities, both repeaters and BBSs. He also mentioned 
that bulletin board systems on packet radio are to be licensed for unattended 
operation. Hans mentioned other aspects such as communication between the 
SARL council or office and members. He pointed out that communication is a 
two way process and that members and clubs also have a role to play. After 
giving some information on the state of regulatory changes, the ITU articles S1, 
$19, and $25 at the WRC of 2003 and the subsequent changing of the CEPT 
agreement, he announced that he is stepping down as president and thanked the 
members of the executive and the councillors for their support. The full speech 
will be reported in the next issue of Radio ZS. 


SARL SUBS FOR 2002 - 2003
